Sooner Live In India Than 
Here, Declare Missionaries 



"The members of the town 
council, together with Clerk 
Mathews and the board of health 
have paid a visit of inspection to 
the new 'Robert Srigley' well on 
Srigley St., and there is an even 
possibility that they may see the 
present town water supply in a 
different light," Dr. J. H. Wesley, 
M.O.H., told The Era this week. 

"One thing is evident, that, so 
far as an abundance of water is 
concerned, we have a well there 
that will, alone on its present 
capacity, supply all the needs of 
the town by pumping direct into 
the mains," Dr. Wesley said. 
"However, there are a few diffi- 
culties in the way. 

"The immense volume of water 
rushes into a large, aerated, con- 
crete tank, from whence it is 
Dumped into three large fillers. 
The fillers are operated with a 
coarse grade of gravel which re- 
moves the greater part of the iron 
and, muddy sediment, but it still 
contains material which is caus- 
ing the town council grave con- 
cern. 

"However, with the assistance 

Of the town engineer and Dr. 
Berry of the provincial board of 
health, it is hoped tiiat this 
wonderful find of water will be 
made to satisfy the people in 
every way. 

"The council also examined the 
upper stand pipe (upper reservoir 
near high school), which at pres- 
ent is getting all its supply from 
the Srigley St. well and is the 
only water in the town mains at 
the present lime," Dr. Wesley 
said. "This reservoir, like the 
lower one, has not been flushed

once lay at the bottom of the 
Irish Sea. The Bible has been in 
the family since 1701. 

Mr. Barker died at York County 
Hospital last Friday night. His 
farm was situated on the cast side 
of Yonge St. at the top of the 
Holland Landing hill. 

Mr. Barker was born in Lincoln- 
shire, England, on March 20, 
1802, the son of Edward Barker. 
He came to this country with his 
parents when he was 10 years 
old. 

An explosion occurred on the 
ship in which they set out and 
the ship caught fire. One sister 
died as a result of being burnt 
and injured in the explosion. The 
passengers were taken off by 
another boat and their belongings 
were subsequently salvaged from 
the sen bottom. 

Mr. Barker himself was injured 
and spent six weeks in a hospi- 
tal at Londonderry. 

The family settled north of 
Bradford and later moved to 
Aurora and thence to White Rose. 

He was married at Newmarket 
on March 18, 181)1, at the Metho- 
dist parsonage by Rev. Lcwla Hill 
to Sarah Elma Brown, daughter 
of Emma ami Mark Brown of 
Whitchurch township. 

In his early years Mr. Barker 
worked for tho Floury Plow Com- 
pany in Aurora, until he moved 
to the Yonge St. farm where he 
has resided for the last 38 years. 

He was a member of the United 
church and, for a number of 
years belonged to the Sons of 
England of Aurora. 

I Mr. Barker was widely known 
and highly respected. There sur- 
vive to mourn his loss his wife; 
one son, Stanley; two brothers, 
Fred, Barrio; Joseph, Aurora; 
one sister, Mrs. Watson Sweezie, 
Second St. One sister and one 
brother are deceased: Mrs. Mary 
Wilton, formerly of Yongo St., 
nod James, formerly of Aurora.

The standards of living of today are likely to 
seem low indeed to generations that succeed us, 
and their standards of living will seem low 
to tbeir successors. Science and advertising are 
forever pointing out or creating new needs, and 
science and industry are almost as quickly satis- 
fying these needs. The radio, for instance, is today 
almost a household necessity. Twenty years ago 
man was getting along beautifully without it. 

For the average person, however, invention runs 
away beyond the pocket-book's ability to buy- 
Never Catch Up 

One has only to dip into newspapers, magazines 
and books to be conscious of many unfulfilled 
needs or seemingly desirable things. Few, if 
any, of our homes are really modern in the light 
of modern knowledge. By the time that all Cana- 
dian homes, city, town and country, are modern- 
ized according to the most advanced standards of 
today, science, industry and advertising will have 
set new standards of "modernization" again just 
beyond reach of the majority. 

Modern Homes 

What is a modern home like? Is it a city apart- 
ment with limited space, no lawn, no garden and 
no heating problem? We are told repeatedly that 
the modern home is insulated against heal in the 
summer and cold in the winter. It is "scienti- 
fically" lighted. No matter where we sit to read 
or to play a perfect light plays on our books, our 
cards or our toys. So we are told. The walls are 
sound-destroying, so constructed that noisy 
noises become unobjectionable. Our house is air- 
conditioned. Winter air is humidified, if we live 
inland. Summer air is cooled and changed. Our 
kitchen has electric refrigerator, stove, washing- 
machine, floor-cleaner. We hove at least two 
bathrooms, including a shower-bath. 

Keeping Up tVHh Life

If We maintain the same standard in our living; 
our tabic.-; no longer present the plain and simple | 
fare of the pioneers. We have fruits and fresh 
vegetables even in the winter time, for our health's 
sake. All members of the family get cod liver oil, 
during a great pari of the year at least. We have 
plenty of eggs and milk. The children of our 
family not only attend modern schools taught by 
highly-trained and highly-paid teachers, and have 
their school guarded by school nurses, but they 
huve music and singing lessons, enjoy "supervised 
play," and are pampered generally by modernism. 

Progress and Happiness 

There is no end to the raising of the standard 
of living. Life is a demand for something more. 
Humanity is crying for the moon. When we ore 
given the moon, we will want Mars, Venus and 
Saturn. Nevertheless, we are making what is 
called "progress," learning to live more happily. 
More and faster motor-cars may not contribute to 
happiness, but the radio, with all its educational 
and cultural possibilities, certainly should. 



trouble with the present .system which causes 
many to condemn it, is that too large a share of 
the wealth produced goes to capital and not enough 
to the worker and consumer. ...

As Of Right 

At the close of last year's business, the Gannett 
Company decided on a dividend for workers, and 
with it sent a note saying that it was not a bonus, 
a gift or a Christmas present, but "was the 
workers' share in the profits of the company as 
nearly as we had been able to compute them." 
Labor is to have a representative on this com- 
pany's board of directors. Mr. Gannett recom- 
mends that business should publish statements 
not merely of the earnings or return to capital 
but also the return that labor gets for its services. 

Publishing Wages 

"In other words, a corporation would give full 

information on the number of men employed, the 
average number of hours worked in each week, 
the total employment for the year, the wages per 
hour, and the total yearly income. This informa- 
tion would be of great public interest. Certainly 
it is just as desirable that facts about return to 
labor be known as about the return to capital. If 
a report of this kind, for any industry, showed a 
low earning power for workers, then public 
opinion would bring about a change and a better 
return to labor."

COMMUNITY 

There is a growing tendency to make use of 
the word "community". It is a favorite of ours, 
and perhaps that is because Newmarket and dis- 
trict seem to be so much a community. This New- 
market district has a history of pioneer struggle 
and accomplishment. Among its citizens are many 
"old families" who have lived here so long that 
they have almost become, as the lawyers say, 
"part of the realty". Citizens of this town work 
together so wholeheartedly for the community pro- 
jects of Lions club, Fire Brigade, bands, and 
Other town organizations that the word "com- 
munity" seems appropriate. 

And Its Origin 

8o we are particularly interested to read an 
explanation of the derivation of the word. It may 
he a little alarming to our present-day horror of 
war to find that the lovely word "community" Is 
derived from the Latin word "communio," mean- 
ing "fortify". There v/as also a peaceful inclin- 
ing, "strengthen". Back of the Latin word was n 
Sanskrit word, "nuiv", meaning "bind". This 
became "inu", and combined with the Latin word, 
"cum"', "com-mu" meant to "bind together" or 
to "fortify". When wo think of our community, 
we may he thinking of town or district or province 
or dominion or civilization, but wo should think 
of ourselves and our neighbors as bound together 
for mutual strength. Christ was the greatest 
preacher of "community". Strangely enough, 
Karl Marx seized on the word "communism", 
also it derivative of "communio", to describe his 
gospel of equality through force. The words 
Illustrate the common aim of Christ and Marx, hut 
take no account of diametrically opposed methods. 
Perhaps we may think of "community" as derived 
from the peaceful meanings of the I«atin word, 
"communio", rind "communism" ns derived from 
the military meanings of that same word.

DEATH OF AN EDITOR * 

Town weeklies frequently rail against their 
rather overwhelming city competitors, the dailies, 
condemning them with the word "city". We 
weeklies sometimes forget that dailies are manned 
by country as well as city people. At any rate, 
the rural readers of dailies, and particularly the 
readers of the Toronto Daily Star, have lost a 
sympathetic and understanding friend with the 
death of Joseph T. Clark, editor-in-chief of that 
much criticized but nevertheless remarkable news- 
paper. "Joe" Clark, a country lad, who began 
his career at 13 years of age as a printer's devil 
on a country weekly, was the man who wrote those 
amusing editorials in The Star on whether you 
pulled or pushed a bucksaw, on Ontario's wild life 
and on the incidents of rural life. He wrote more 
serious editorials too, of course, and when the 
interests of farm and village were involved, il is 
said, he always bore in mind the viewpoint of 
the folks on the concessions. 

Criticized And Loved 

Newspapers are public institutions and the pur- 
pose of this article is to comment on the "tone" 
of the editorial page for which he was responsible. 
As editor-in-chief Mr. Clark did not, strange as 
it may seem, edit or direct the editing of the news 
columns, He was the chief editorial writer, help- 
ing to formulate the policy of his newspaper, as 
expressed on the editorial page. His winning 
treatment of the habits of woodchucks or wolves 
undoubtedly won readers for articles advocating 
unpopular and advanced ideas. So far as we 
know, his newspaper's editorial page was and is 
the most radical (that is, ahead of its times) of 
any of the large Canadian dailies' editorial pages. 
In other words, it has been a leader and moulder 
of thought, an advocate of wiser laws, a contender 
for economic and social justice. The Star's edi- 
torial page often "reads" like a page out of the 
New Testament. The Star has opposed section- 
alism and nationalism, "Buy-in-Toronto" ideas on 
the ground that Toronto sells all over Canada, 
hasty police use of firearms, or government use 
of military or police force in settling social and 
economic disturbances. The Star has alwoys been 
ready with new social reforms to suggest as such 
radical suggestions as old-age pensions and 
mothers 1 allowances have been accepted. The 
Star is most bitterly criticized for its opinions, for 
its multitudinous interviews supporting editorial 
page opinions, and for what is called "sensa- 
tionalism", but the same newspaper is also most 
enthusiastically loved for its sympathetic, tolerant, 
daring and Christian editorial page. The Star's 
immense influence is used in the interests of the 
masses of the people. 

.Mr. Clark's Fart 

The Star gives Mr. Clark credit for a large share 
in building this finest side of a great public insti- 
tution: "To him should be given much of the credit 
for the public good -will shown to The Star while 
engaged in the advocacy of views not yet shared 
by the community as a whole as well as for win- 
ning multitudes to the editorial point of view." 
In the pant the Star has been not merely a liberal 
newspaper but also a Liberal newspaper. Many 
admirers of Che Star will hope that its independ- 
ence of the last few months in provincial politics 
may be the harbinger of an entirely Independent 
newspaper, more interesting to rend, greater in 
Influence, stronger to advance tho cause of 
liberalism. That would not mean silence on mat- 
ters of politics, but tho same vigorous opinions 
that have characterized the discussion of wood- 
chucks and bucksaws.

Summer is the time In which 
we fill our storehouses. 

Not, I hope, like the man in 
the Bible story, who built more 
bams, and filling them all, sat 
down to eat and drink, and take 
pleasure, with no thought of 
what he might do with all this 
munificent gift from the good 

God. 

But just as the men are stor- 
ing away their hay and grain, 
wheat to make bread for us all, 
and the other grains to care lor 
the stock dependent on them 
through the long winter, so we 
women look into our cellars and 
storerooms and count our jars, 
and plan our campaign against 
the dearth of winter. 

Already the crimson cheeks of 
the strawberries blush in close 
proximity to the pale pineapple; 
and now peas and beans, call to 
us in no uncertain voice that the 
time has come when they must 
be picked and canned, if we wish 
to preserve them; for, say they, 
"in no time at all, we will get 
tough and stringy and tasteless, 
and your opportunity to have 
vegetables of your own canning, 
will become a thing of the past." 

Thinking of all this, it particu- 
larly interested me, at an Insti- 
tute meeting this week, to hear a 
paper on the canning of vege- 
tables. 

As rows of beans with long yel- 
low faces stared at me every time 
I ventured into the garden, I 
knew that that evening I should 
be gently detaching them from 
their leafy homes, and the next 
morning .should be incarcerating 
them in jars, by some method or 

other. 

The one I listened to at the 
Institute, sounded as if even my 
brain, with its uncanny knack of 
forgetting some essential thing, 
might cope with it. * 

So, tiie next morning — to wit — 
this morning, I set about the task, 
having first drilled my mother in 
the rule, as her rememberer — if 
I may be permitted to coin a word 
to suit my need— is as good as 
my forgotten 

If there should be some reader 
of this column who is .standing 
with her beans at tho crossroads 
where old and new methods meet, 
she might try tin's way. 

Take any quantity of beans you 
wish. Bring water to the level 



of the beans. Bring to a boil and 
boil five minutes, Remove beans 
from water and pack in jars. 

To each pint of liquid in which 
the beans were boiled allow one 
good teaspoon of salt. 

Bring to a boil, then pour over 
the beans in the jars. Seal and 
store away.

never, will wc say we are cold, 
be the winter what it may. 

We see ourselves with hair out 
of curl— unless wc happen to be 
permanent or natural— standing 
oyer the fire, trying to can, 
pickle and preserve, simultane- 
ously, and wishing we had a 
canned, pickled or preserved 
temper, that in the midst of heal 
and worry, wc might preserve the 
serenity so much extolled by 
novelists. 

But, apart from minor disasters, 
which only disturb and should 
not dismay, who would part with 
summer? 

Its riches arc spread abroad for 
our taking, anil it's our own fault 
if wc enter into the winter 
season minus plenty for body and 
mind.

Hi-Pot-Lo Park 



llu^o promontories, deep ra- 
vines, shady glens where wild 
flowers grow in abundance, and 
red and white elderberry bushes 
look like huge flowers in a back- 
ground of various shades of 
green. Rocky paths with caverns 
arid tiny waterfalls on either side. 
High overhead the walls of the 
glen almost meet in a natural 
arch. Wild strawberries and rasp- 
berries in profusion, a carpet of 
pine needles. Trees and verdure 
of ;i variety to draw botanists 
from distant places. These are 
some of the things to be found in 
Hi-Pot-Lo Park, at Rockwond, 
Ontario. 

A trip of some 70 miles takes 
one from Newmarket to the Kra- 
mosa River which is one of the 
five branches of the Grand River. 
Although the townships, roads, 
etc., hear Indian names, the park 
itself seems to have little or no 
trace of the Indians having been 
there. This particular part is a 
huge settling basin, formed dur- 
ing the glacier epoch— it has been 
estimated as 30,000 years ago. lis 
altitude is 1,108 feet and is well 
worth a visit, providing a pleasant 
and pictorial study of how lakes, 
rivers, mountains, valleys, islands 
are formed. 

High land, low land, and "pot- 
holes" are here in abundance and 
it Is from these that the name "Hi- 
Pot-Lo" has been made. When 
the glacier period saw huge ice 
fields crawling across this section 
of the country, granite boulders 
from the north were carried down 
into the strata formation, When 
the Ice melted the water cut 
deeply into the softer rock, wear- 
ing out river beds and lakes. 
Huge whirlpools sent the hard 
granite boulders pounding against 
the rocks. Around and around 
they went, wearing holes In Ihe 
shape of cauldrons— -hence the 

name "pot-holes'*- In Hock wood 
Park are examples of these

Mr. Brunton .said. "I call every 
week and check up on the men 
arretted during the week. 

"The trouhle is that the type of 
while men that get arrested, the 
poor white, live from hand to 
mouth, and often have a lot of 
children- Usually there Is no food 
In their homos. The families are 
usually pretty hard up. I visit 
their homes, take a look in their 
pantries nnd then check up with 
the authorities. In very had 
eases I usually apply to the 
church people for. help. We give 
food, never money. 

"The Sunday after Thanksgiv- 
ing we set up a cross nt the foot 
of the chnnccl steps, and each 
child is required to hring a can 
of nourishing foud. The cans aro 
turned over to tho county authori- 
ties, and are used entirely to feed 
the families of prisoners. 

"Bvcry Saturday I take two 
young people from our church, n 
different two each week, to visit 
n prisoner's family, which our 
young people have adopted, and 
In visit the county Indigent hospi- 
tal. We mako a tour of tin* lun- 
pltnl, dlstrlhuting lco cream ami 
flowers. Then wo go to the 
county Jail, distributing tobacco 
and magazines nnd occasionally, If 
they want them, testament*. 

"Our young people adopt n 
prisoner's family every year, pro- 
forably a largo family of a detctv- 



"Aren't most of Ihe negroes 
BaplUls?" 

"The negroes belonging to the 
Kpiscopal church are usually 
West Indian negroes, who are a 
belter educated type than the 
American negroes. The negroes 

in our town are all American 
negroes.'* 

"Is there any hope of a solution 
of the race problem, do you 
think?" "There is no race prob- 
lem," was Ihe surprising reply. 

"But the negroes are not al- 
lowed to vote?'" 

""Federal law will not permit 
them to lie prevented from hav- 
ing a vote. Most of them don't 
vote because they don't care in 
pay the $2.51) poll tax. Only a 
few. negroes vole. The negroes 
efface themselves." 

"What will happen to the 
negroes?" 

"Kventually they will he assi- 
milated," Mr. Brunton said. 
"There are only about ten million 
negroes in Ihe United States, and 
the total population is 110 million. 
The negroes are becoming less 
black through inter-bivc<liug, and 
Ihe mixture Is likely to result In 
quite a distinct American type." 

"Don't tho negro characlcrlstic* 
leappear sometimes In people who 
have negro blood?" 

•'No. thai theory has been ex- 
ploded. The color disappears, 
and people with negro blond are 
usually very handsome." 

Mr. Brunton studied nt Trinity

People axe not much interested 
in the hopeless sort of existence 
described in the terse lines: 

"We go to work 

To earn the dough 

To buy the bread 

To gain the strength 

To* go to work." 
Work is certainly necessary 
for man as an economic being. 
The word is defined as exertion 
for a remote end. As security 
increased in the early community 
so did the need for work. In his 

"Work, Wealth and Happiness of 

Mankind", H. G. Wells claims 
that man has no passion for 
work. "He has to be broken in 
to work, and social history is 
largely the record of the attempt 
to break men in. Humanity has 
never produced a real worker 
type", continues Wells. "The 
insect works by instinct. The ant 
likes work for its own sake. It 
is morally incapable of inaction. 
We are not travelling the same 
road as the economic insects- 
Man is travelling a road of his 
own that no form of life has ever 
trodden before towards unpre- 
cedented destinies." 

About us we sec a revolt of 
the masses against working for 
work's sake. The question we 
must now raise is whether the 
rebels are seeking man's "unpre- 
cedented destinies" or whether 
they will use their leisure for 
their own dissipation. If enough 
people object to grinding toil we 
may be able to abolish it. But 
we must replace it with human 
activities that are wholesome and 
creative and that minister to the 
more abundant life.

Now 
there is a greater percentage 
among the depressed classes than 
among the castes, due to the in- 
fluence of Christians. 

'The downtrodden are legally 
permitted to go to the schools but 
when they attend, the caste chil- 
dren all leave. Sometimes they 
are left in a little corner of the 
class-room and no attention is 
paid to them at all. The educa- 
tional law cannot be enforced any 
more than the law forbidding 
child marriage. 

Are Dependent 

"For the work of cleaning the 
homes and streets of filth, the 
people are paid only by meals 
for the day. If they refuse to 
work, they starve. If they be- 
come Christians, they are refused 
work and they starve. It is only 
by making them independent eco- 
nomically of the castes that any- 
thing can be done to make any 
improvement in their lives. 

"As they arc very poor, things 
must be begun in a small way. 



a man does not go to his friends 
to ask them how to control his 
wife or what to do when she 
leaves him. In India they regu- 
larly come for advice to us and 
my wife does a lot to help them 
out of their difficulties. In many 
things they are just like chil- 
dren." 

Life Is Amusing 

"Many amusing incidents oc- 
cur," Mrs. Slater said. "One' of 
our friends was a bachelor and 
the cook had very little super- 
vision. After one leave, how- 
ever, he brought home a wife to 
India. The girl considered it her 
duty to look after the domestic 
arrangements and tried to see that 
the cook did all he should. One 
day she found him straining the 
clear soup through one of her 
husband's socks. 

"She scolded him arid told him 
that socks were made to be worn 
and not to strain soup. The cook 
then tried to console her and told 
her that he had not used one of 
her husband's clean socks. It was 
a soiled one." 

A Heavy Dew 

Mr. Slater told one story of his 
wife's attempts to care for the 
family health. "She was quite 
sure that the milk was watered 

eaeh day but the milk man would 

always deny the charge. Eventu- 
ally she got a babcock tester and 
found that it was. 

"She explained to the man that 
the little instrument showed just 
how much water he was putting 
in the milk but he still denied 
it. 

"Finally he made a concession. 
'If there is any water in the milk 
it must be from the heavy dew 
that falls into it between my

IS CRITICIZED 



Declares Many Tanners 

Would l!« Winer To 

(Sol Urger Talis 

Reforestation as carried out by 
the provincial department of lands 
and forests is a waste of money, 
according to Elgin Evans, East 
Gwillimbury township farmer. 
Mr. Evans has cut around 400,000 
feet of lumber this year. 

Mr. Evans maintains that there 
are thousands of trees throughout 
York county which are badly in 
need of cutting, as they have out- 
grown their usefulness to the soil 
and hamper the growth of new 
trees. The best way to promote 
reforestation, he says, is to weed 
out old and wasting trees and 
give thc young shoots a chance. 

"The government has spent 
huge sums of money during the 
past few ycars planting trues In 
bare and sandy areas where they 
will never amount to anything," 
Mr. Evans declared. "They are 
planted too close together and 
grow up with numerous branches 
and little trunk. 

"The government should pass a 
law," he said, "to compel farmers 
of Ontario to cut every tree in 
their hushes with more than n 
foot and a half of girth at the 
trunk. A tree of more than 18 
inches girth, regardless of its type, 
is serving little or no use lo the 



live on. The young trees can't 
get enough nourishment out of 
the earth and after they have 
grown to about 20 feet in height 
they sometimes topple over. K 
that farmer had those trees cut 
down and sold the lumber, hc 
would have enough money for 
the rest of his life. 

"The best brand of maple hard- 
wood brings $80 per thousand feet 
while other lumber is worth $20 
to $60 per thousand. We average 
about $40 a thousand for all the 
lumber we sell."
